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ANCESTRY

Some time ago during a genealogical investigation concerning 
the Bries family of Long Island, I had occasion to make a search 
to find the parentage of Geertie Claes the wife of Hendrick 
Volekertsz Bries whom he married in the Dutch Reformed church 
at New Amsterdam in 1655 (The American Genealogist, Vol. 21, 
p. 147). This resulted in establishing the fact that her father 
was Claes Cornelissen van Schouw or Meutelaer, which I will 
prove below. The search led me to study again the various 
records in regard to this last-named person, who at times has 
been claimed to have been the father of Pieter Claes Wyckoff, 
the progenitor of this well-known family in America. 

Hoppin in The Washington Ancestry of McLain, Johnson, ete. 
... Vol. IIT:171 ff. devotes a chapter to Claes Cornelissen van 
Schouw Meutelaer. The conclusion reached therein, based on 
quoted records, is that, according to the author, it seems most 
unlikely that Pieter Claes (Wyckoff) was a son of Claes Cornelis- 
sen Meutelaer, for this assertion has been made without a particle 
of evidence (p. 174). The Wyckoff Family in America does not 
mention any possible connection with Claes Cornelissen Meute- 
laer, but William LeRoy Wyckoff and Herbert James Wyckoff 
in The Old World Progenitors of the Wyckoff Family take 
another view and present their case in support of the claim of 
the above mentioned parentage of Pieter Claesz (Wyckoff), 
namely that he was a son of Claes Cornelissen van Schouw(en) 
Meutelaer. 

I recognize the fact that apparently a thorough search has 
been made in the Zeeland and Scandinavian records by the 
authors of this last-named book and that much original material 
has been gathered. At the same time it is evident that the 
identity of Pieter Claes (Wyckoff), the proven American pro- 
genitor, and Pieter Claessen born at Béda on the island of Oland, 
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Sweden, in 1625 (see p. 80; on p. 21 he is said to be born at 
Middelburg, Netherlands?), a son of Claes Cornelissen (van 
Schouwen) also a native of Béda but who eventually settled at 
Zierikzee on the island of Schouwen, Netherlands, is based exclu- 
sively on circumstantial evidence which, I must admit, is very 
convincingly presented. 

Before submitting my views in this controversial matter I 
must refer to p. 11 and p. 13 of this last book where it is stated 
that Pietertje Claes, baptized at New Amsterdam in the Dutch 
Reformed church on Oct. 28, 1640, a daughter of Claes Cornelis 
(Meutelaer) and later the wife of Simon Jansz van Arsdalen, 
also bore the name Wyckoff. If such had been the case, one 
might assume that proof had been found that Pieter Claes 
(Wyckoff) was a son of Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer, for this 
parentage is proved as far as Pietertje is concerned. I repeat— 
if Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer really had a daughter who used 
the surname Wyckoff, the supposition that Pieter Claessen 
Wyckoff was his son would thereby have become practically a 
certainty. But I should like to have pointed out to me in which 
authentic, original record (not the printed version of the Brook- 
lyn and Flatbush church records) Pietertje has ever been given 
the name Wyckoff. 

In order to discuss the questions which have been raised in a 
more intelligible manner with my readers, I herewith present 


these facts in chart form.

Was at first in the employ of Symon Walichs at Albany, settled later 
on Long Island. 


Referring to the above I have shown there the vital proven data 
in regard to (1), (2), (3) and (4). The contention is that (1) 
is identical with (2) and that (3) Pieter born at Béda is identical 


with (4). 
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To an unbiased investigator, the following two serious objec- 
tions present themselves to this last assumption. On the pas- 
senger list Pieter Claessen is indicated as ‘‘from Nordingen’’ 
(better known as Norden), East Friesland, Germany. In my 
investigations of several hundreds of emigrants of Dutch descent, 
or of other descent but mentioned in the Dutch records who are 
designated in this manner in the records concerning them, 
namely ‘‘from a certain town or city,’’ especially in the passen- 
ger lists and marriage entries, I have yet to find an instance 
where such a town did not indicate the place of birth or possibly 
in some isolated instances a residence since earliest childhood. 
Unless there is positive proof to the contrary, one must therefore 
conclude that this Pieter Claessen was not a native of Béda but 
of Norden, East Friesland. 

But even assuming, for the sake of argument, his identification 
with the Pieter Claesz of Béda who was born in 1625, the settler 
of 1636 would have been a lad not yet 12 years old when arriving 
on these shores, yet according to the book of accounts he received 
immediately upon his arrival at Albany a man’s wage (v. RBM, 
p. 810), which seems hardly probable if he were a youngster of 
this tender age. 

Let us now approach the question from another angle. 
According to the Old World Progenitors, the Claes Cornelissen 
born at Béda in 1597 settled on the island of Schouwen in the 
province of Zeeland in the Netherlands. He was a widower of 
Margaret van der Goes since 1631. This is proven by the records. 
It is stated by the writers that he remarried, but such a second 
marriage has not been found, neither has the name of this sup- 
posed second wife been discovered in any record or even the 
mention of a second wife. It is advanced that he settled in New 
Netherland and is to be identified with Claes Cornelissen Meute- 
laer or van Schouwen who was mentioned in New Netherland 
since 1640. It should be stated that Meutelaer is not a family 
name but a nickname meaning grumbler. However, this identi- 
fication is based only on circumstantial evidence and mainly on 
the fact that both individuals have the same Christian name and 
patronymic—both of which are very common in Holland—and 
also on the fact that both used the same place designation which 
in this particular instance refers to an entire island and not to 
a town or village which, of course, had that been the case, would 
have been much more definite and more conclusive for an iden- 
tification. One of the rather doubtful pieces of evidence is the 
fact that Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer made a deposition in 1664, 
at which time he gave his age as 67 which would coincide with 
the year of birth of Claes Cornelissen born at Béda in 1597. 
But on a previous occasion, when he was a much younger man 
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and probably better aware of his right age, he gave 1605 as the 
year of his birth. It is therefore dangerous to reach a definite 
conclusion in this matter of age. Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer 
had seven known children (which I shall prove below) but there 
is nothing to indicate that Claes Cornelissen from Béda had that 
many. We only know positively that he had a son Pieter Claesz 
born at Béda in 1625. And on the other hand there is no proof 
whatsoever that Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer had a son by that 
name, for the evidence contradicts the supposition that Pieter 
Claesz (Wyckoff), the immigrant of 1636, is his son. 

In order to prove this last assertion, it now remains to 
review the records with regard to this Claes Cornelissen Meute- 
laer and especially his proven descendants to ascertain if there 
are any indications of a connection with Pieter Claesz (Wyckoff). 
I believe I have undertaken this in a more comprehensive manner 
than attempted heretofore. 

In the book by Hoppin, quoted above, there are shown on page 
175 four children of Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer who were bap- 
tized in the Dutch Reformed church at New Amsterdam. Old 
World ..., on p. 79, mentions these same four children. This 
seems rather strange for there was still another child baptized 
in the same church whom both omit, while Hoppin even mentions 
his name on p. 181 although his baptism has apparently been 
overlooked. In addition I will show that there were two more 
children also overlooked by both. In order to prove my ease I 
will resort to the unfailing method where the genealogy of a 
family of Dutch descent is concerned; that is, by paying close 
attention to the sponsors who appeared at the baptisms of the 
children. These are of the utmost importance in determining 
relationship, in many cases the only means we have. 


1. CLAEs CORNELISSEN MEUTELAER or VAN SCHOUWEN had by 
an unknown wife or wives the following children :

Their father 
or even fathers had the same first name and patronymic as Claes Cornelisen Meutelaer and 
all authorities have included iv and v among his children, which seems to be the logical 
conclusion. 
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as did his brother Gerbrandt Claesz and died there in 1703. 
Buried April 5, ‘‘y.m. (unmarried) brother of Gerbrandt Claesz’’ 
(Bergen Rec. No. 179). 


2. TrRYNTJE CLAEs married before 1652 Joris JACOBSEN ; they 
lived at ‘‘The Ferry’’ (to Manhattan) on Long Island according 
to the entries in the church records. He was a native of Amster- 
dam (KCo. p. 152) and born in 1626 according to his deposition 
made in regard to the raid of Capt. Scott.

In studying closely the data as published above the following 
fact is of paramount importance. Among the sponsors appear- 
ing at the baptisms of the grandchildren of Claes Cornelissen 
Meutelaer there is not once mention of Pieter Claes (Wyckoff) 
nor of his wife, neither for that matter are any of Pieter Claesz’ 
supposed brothers and sisters mentioned as sponsors at the bap- 
tisms of his own children. These sponsors were: Albert Wan- 
tenaer and s.h.v. Aeltje Cornelis, Marten Jans, Judith Stuyves- 
ant, Jan Corsen and Hendricke. These facts, in my opinion, 
exclude the possibility of Pieter Claesz belonging to this family 
group. 

This opinion is further strengthened by the consideration that. 
the records published above show that on the contrary all the 
known children of Claes Cornelissen acted as sponsors at the 
baptisms of each other’s children. When in addition it is con- 
sidered that Pieter Claesz (Wyckoff) was apparently here a few

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vears before Claes Cornelissen Meutelaer* and that they settled 
at different localities,t that they never appeared in any records 
together, one cannot fail to reach the same final conclusion, 
namely that there was no connection between them and Pieter 
Claesz who was born at Nordingen (Norden), East Friesland, 
Germany, a city from which several persons settled in New 
Netherland, and that his ancestry is still an unsolved problem. 

The records indicate also that (1) Tryntje Claes and (2) 
Grietje Claes must also be included among the children of Claes 
Cornelissen Meutelaer. 

The fact that there was an indirect relationship between Claes 
Cornelissen Meutelaer and the Wyckoff family may have given 
rise to the supposed descent from the former for the Wyckoff 
family. The following shows this connection:

If Pieter Claesz (Wyckoff) had been a son of Claes Cornelissen 
Meutelaer, Cornelis Pietersz Wyckoff and his wife would have 
been first cousins. 


“THE ENGLISH ANCESTRY OF THE LAKE FAMILY OF 
BOSTON, MASSACHUSETTS, AND OF SIR EDWARD 
LAKE, BARONET, OF ENGLAND

The colonial Lake family of Boston, Mass., has long been in 
the genealogical limelight, as they were connected by marriage 
with several prominent early families in the colonies of Massa- 
chusetts and New Haven (Connecticut), and bathed in the 
reflected glory of an English baronetcy, which they were later 
to represent.' In spite of the attention due them, I believe this 


* The statement made in The Old World Progenitors that although his name is missing 
from the passenger list of the Rensselaerswyck, Claes Cornelissen must have sailed on her 
just the same is a rather doubtful way in which to prove the connection. So is, according 
to my opinion, the endeavor to identify Jacob Cornelissen from Monnikkendam (a town 
in the Netherlands, north of Amsterdam), one of the known passengers of the Rensse- 
laerswyck, as being the brother Jacob Cornelissen from Boda, who had a brother Jacob. 
I believe this assertion was mainly made to give the 1l-years-old boy a proper person to 
accompany him to the New World. The assumption is entirely based on the similarity 
of very common first names and patronymics. There are no data on record which show 
any connection between Pieter Claesz and his supposed uncle.

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is the first time that recourse has been taken to examine the wills 
of their forebears, and to determine the place and time of birth 
of Sir Edward Lake, baronet, and his immigrant half-brothers, 
Thomas and John. 

Pope’s Pioneers of Massachusetts, p. 276, lists John Lake, 
tailor, Boston, adm. chh. 2 (10) 1648, freeman May 29, 1644; 
and Capt. Thomas Lake, son of Richard, of Erby, Eng., b. in 
1615, m. Mary, dau. of Stephen Goodyear, deputy gov. of New 
Haven Colony. ‘‘Erby, Eng.’’ was in fact the parish of Irby- 
upon-Humber,” co. Lincoln, Eng., the registers of which com- 
mence in 1560. An examination of the copy printed by F. A. 
Crispe does not produce any baptism of Sir Edward son of 
Richard Lake or of the latter’s sons Thomas and John in any 
year, and the registers appear to be complete. Since the pedi. 
gree of the baronet and his brother Thomas in the Visitation of 
Lincolnshire (Harl. Soc., Vis. See. 51, p. 577) sets forth Irby 
to be their father’s seat as well as that of their grandfather, 
previous scholars have perhaps not determined their place and 
time of birth because they could only seek in vain at the reputed 
spot. Their father, Richard Lake, was, to be sure, baptized there 
July 16, 1570. However, there is no further entry of him in 
its registers, and so, apart from his childhood, he spent his life 
elsewhere. 

Two considerations lead to the place where Richard raised his 
children and died. In the Will Calendars of the Lincoln Con- 
sistory Court up to 1652 (Brit. Ree. Soc., Index Lib., vols. 28 
and 41), there are but few testators of their surname, and most 
of these have the village of Tetney, co. Lincoln, as their abode. 
The abstract of the Will of Sir Edward Lake, baronet, printed 
in the N. E. Reg., vol. 18, p. 131, among other legatees, mentions 
unnamed relatives at ‘‘Petney,’’ but the editor notes that there 
is a question as to the legibility of the initial letter of the place 
name. Since the only place name which closely resembles Petnev 
of the abstract, and which appears after testators bearing any 
similar surname in the Lincoln Will Calendars, is Tetney, it is 
self-evident that the capital letter of the place name referred to 
in Sir Edward’s Will should be read ‘‘T’’ instead of ‘‘P.’’ 
Furthermore, Tetney is 614 miles SE of Grimsby, and thus near 
Irby-upon-Humber, which is 5144 miles SW of it,* whereas Petney 
of the abstract is non-existent in Lincolnshire. 

The early portion of the parish register of Tetney, co. Lincoln. 
prior to 1730 is not extant. There is a reward for perseverance. 
nevertheless, in that the Bishop’s Transcripts of some of its lost

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register do exist. For our purpose they begin in Easter 1599, 
and with some gaps continue through 1645. In these, there is 
recorded the baptism of Thomas Lake, son of Richard Lake, 
Aug. 11, 1615. The year coincides exactly with that given by 
Pope in his Pioneers of Mass., p. 276, for the year of birth of 
Capt. Thomas Lake. This Pope derived from the deposition 
which Thomas Lake made in Boston July 30, 1663, when he gave 
his age as about 48 years. Previously under his account of John 
Lake, tailor, of Boston, Mass., Pope stated that John Lake 
deposed to the administration of Thomas Millard in 1669-70 that 
he was aged about 51 years. John son of Richard Lake was 
baptized at Tetney, Nov. 19, 1618. Again the year of birth as 
derived from an American record agrees with that of the vear 
of baptism in an English parochial record. In the Will of John 
Lake, Aug. 3, prob. Aug. 9, 1677, cited by Pope, the testator 
mentions the children of his brother Luke Lake. From the paro- 
chial archives of Tetney is forthcoming the baptism of Luke son 
of Richard Lake, Oct. 18, 1620. Thus the baptismal records of 
the three Lake brothers who occur (Thomas and John in person, 
and Luke in absentia) in Boston, Mass., records appear in Tetney, 
eo. Lincoln, Eng., and their father was Richard Lake of that 
place. Consequently the erstwhile elusive place of birth of the 
two original Lake brothers of Boston, Mass., has been found, and 
their years of birth verified. 

Before taking leave of John Lake, tailor, of Boston in the 
New World, it is interesting to note that his trade was practised 
for three generations by his family. His father, Richard of 
Tetney, co. Lincoln, Eng., and his grandfather, John of Irby- 
upon-Humber, were also tailors according to their Wills. 

The pedigree of the family entered in the Lincolnshire Visita- 
tion already referred to commences with the grandfather, John 
of Irby. His wife is given as ———— dau. of Osgodby. By his 
Will, an abstract of which follows, it appears that her given 
name was Margaret.

Proved at Lincoln 2 May 1575 and administration of the goods was com- 
mitted to the exeeutrix in the person of Thomas Wood, literate, her proctor. 


The testator was buried Apr. 27, 1575, at Irby-upon-Humber, 
apparently the day following the drawing of his Will. It pleased 
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God that the widow should remarry. Four months after the 
testator’s death, Marke Newell and Margarett Lakes married at 
Irby-upon-Humber, Aug. 24, 1575. There are the following 
burial entries at this village: July 5, 1601, Margarett Newell; 
and Dee. 22, 1623, Marke Newell. They probably relate to the 
testator’s widow and her second husband. 

Other entries introduce the fact that John Laxe had had a 
brief previous marriage. This wife apparently had died in 
childbirth.

Of these four children, only the daughter Duglas and the son 
Christopher remained at Irby-upon-Humber, where Duglas Lakes 
married Robt Vnderwood, 5 Nov. 1593 and Xpofer Lax married 
Mary Browne, 30 May 1603. The other two, Richard and John 
Lakes, removed to Tetney, co. Lincoln. Except for Richard son 
of John, who is included in the pedigree of the Lake family in 
the Lincolnshire Visitation, the other children of John of Irby- 
upon-Humber are additions to the family tree. 

According to this pedigree, Richard son of Johu was married 
first to Anne dau. and coheir of Edward Wardell of Keelby,® 
by whom he had an only son, Sir Edward Lake, and secondly to 
Anne dau. of Edward Morraly of Claxby-by-Normanby, by whom 
he had two sons, Thomas Lake and John Lake. It will be seen 
from his Will hereafter that he had a considerably larger issue 
by his second wife than the pedigree credits him with.

The Visitation pedigree gives him 
a second wife Anne, dau. of Edward Morraly of Claxby-by- 
Normanby, and the Will above mentions his wife Anne, and a 
brother-in-law John Morralay of Claxby. The Will also men- 
tions all three sons, Edward, Thomas, and John, who are named 
in the pedigree. 

Anne Lakes, widow of Richard, and mother of all his children 
except Sir Edward, made the following Will, which is here given 
in abstract. Her eldest son, Richard, is not mentioned, as he 
had died.®

The supervisor of the above Will was undoubtedly a nephew 
of Anne Lakes, widow, of Tetney, as we designate relationship. 
For John Lakes, younger brother of her husband Richard, and 
uncle of Sir Edward Lake, baronet, and his half-brothers Thomas 
and John of America, had predeceased both her and her husband. 
His Will named his brother Richard supervisor as appears by 
the following abstract. 


Lincoln Consistory Court 1621, ii, 226. 

John Lakes, the elder, of Tetney, talor. 19 May 1621. My bodie to be 
buried in the parish church yard of Tetney. To Elizabeth Lakes my wife 
all such goods as she brought with her before and at our marriage; one 
new twilt and a blanket. All the rest of my goods I giue to John Lakes 
my sonne Fortun Lakes my daughter and to the childe in the womb of my 
wife Elizabeth if it please god it be borne and liue to be equallie deuided 
amongst my said three children. I make John Lakes my sonne sole executor 
and desire Richard Lakes my brother to be the suprauisor. 

John Lakes the elder his mark. 
In the presence of Richard Odling. 
Proved at Lineoln, 28 May 1621, and the burden of execution was com- 
mitted to the executor. 


® Richard Lakes seruant was buried the xxiiijth of Februarie (1626/7) at Tetney. 
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It is evident that these Wills were those of people in modest 
circumstances and station: requests as to burial were in the 
churchyard not in the church for which burials of the more 
affluent were reserved at this period; bequests were small in 
amount; and no social position is indicated. 

Sir Edward Lake, baronet, was baptized as Edward sonne of 
Richard Laikes at Tetney, co. Lincoln, Feb. 22, 1600/1, and 
according to the practice of baptizing children a few days after 
birth, the old question of the year of his birth is settled as 1601 
by the discovery of this entry.’ His mother was buried there 
Apr. 30, 1610, as Anne Lakes wife of Richard Lakes talor. So 
Sir Edward was the son of a little tailor in a little village. Yet 
England is a country of opportunity as well as the New World, 
and through the Law, staunch royalist sympathies even during 
the social upheaval period of the Commonwealth, and meritorious 
service for his King in battle, he achieved the honor of a bar- 
onetcy. How different begins his Will from those of the folk 
he came from; he is to be buried in Lincoln Cathedral. In this 
document his interest in his genealogy is displayed. As he had 
figured out that he was a descendant of the ancient gentry family 
of Lake of Normanton, co. York, he leaves directions that among 
given names which his heirs were to use was that of Caley in 
memory of Sir Hugh Caley, whose ‘‘coheir’’ his ancestor married 
in the time of King Edward the third (1327-1377). This mateh 
is of course to be found in the pedigree of the Lake family of 
Normanton, co. York, of which a member of the College of Arms 
could have advised him. For it occurs in their Visitation pedi- 
gree of that family. Instead of having a plaque set up in the 
church at Normanton as would be the custom now, he leaves a 
bequest of £5 for a clock to it ‘‘where my paternal Ancestors 
have lived for many ages’’ though he was at a loss to know ‘‘if 
there be a church or chappell there.’’ 

Though he may have been descended from Lake of Normanton 
as he believed, there are, however, reasons for doubting this con- 
clusion of his genealogical research. Not even the evidence of 
a Visitation pedigree, which is often unreliable beyond grand- 
parents, has been found showing his descent from this family. 
As already noted, the Visitation pedigree of Sir Edward, taken 
for the College of Arms in 1666, commences with his grand- 
father, John of Irby-upon-Humber, who, one must assume, was 
born about 1535, based on an average age of 25 years at the time

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of his first marriage in 1560. If this marriage were at an unusu- 
ally early age, and he was born even as late as 1540, the point of 
the argument to be developed within a few lines still prevails. 
Between the birth of John of Irby-upon-Humber and the Caley- 
Lake match referred to in the Will of Sir Edward, there is a 
void of some two hundred years. To bridge this crucial lapse 
in pedigree making, some early genealogists in America made 
Sir Edward’s grandfather, John (¢. 1535-1575), as one put it, 
a son of John Lake, gent., of Normanton, by his wife Katherine, 
dau. of John Peck, esq., and as another put it, a grandson of 
this couple, i.e. son of their son Lancelot Lake, gent. How simple 
as they all had the same name, John, and yet how naive! For 
either supposition is impossible. John Lake, Jr., eldest son of 
John Lake, of Normanton, co. York, and his wife Katherine Peck, 
was born about the same time as John Laxe of Irby-upon- 
Humber, co. Lincoln. According to the I. P. M. taken after 
his father’s death, John Lake, Jr., was aged 25 on Dee. 31, 1558, 
and thus born about 1533. But John Laxe was not identical 
with John Lake, Jr., for John Laxe died in 1575 while John 
Lake, Jr., was still living ten years later in 1585.1° Since John 
Laxe was born about the same time as the eldest son of John 
Lake and Katherine Peck, he definitely could not be a grandson 
of the couple, i.e. son of their younger son Lancelot Lake."! 
And from nonsense to the ridiculous, John Laxe could not be 
identical with John Lake, Sr., husband of Katherine Peck, for 
the latter John died in 1558 while John Laxe survived to 1575. 
Foster, who compiled the Calendar of Lincoln Consistory Court 
Wills, does not cross reference the names Lake (or Layke) and 
Laxe (or Lakes).'* In conelusion, if there was any connection 
between the families of Irby-upon-Humber and Normanton 
except some similarity of names, it preceded the marriage of 
John Lake and Katherine Peck. 

It is beyond the limits of this article to enumerate all the 
descendants unto the third generation of Sir Edward’s grand- 
father, John Laxe. Those who have been mentioned above and 
some of their connections are tabulated below.

"MARTIN MARQUART (CA. 1725-1793)

Martin and Hans GeorGE Marquart were two of ‘‘the for- 
eigners imported’’ to Philadelphia in the ship Rosanna, James 
Reason, Master, which called at Cowes after leaving Rotterdam. 
They took the required oaths of loyalty to the Government 
26 September 1743. Their names were first entered as Marty 
Markwort and Hans Yarah Markwort and secondly as Mart. 
Myeart and Hans George Markwart.? 

Family records state that the Marquarts were neither German 
nor Dutch, but were of French origin, Protestants named Mar- 
quette, who went to Holland where the spelling of their name 
was changed to Marquart. When they settled among the ‘‘Penn- 
sylvania Dutch,’’ the name was variously recorded as Mareck- 
wardt, Mareckwart, Markward, Markwart, Markwood, Marquerts, 
and Marquet, among other forms, as well as Marquart and 
Marquette. Regardless of these variations, we shall use Marquart 
in what follows. 

We do not know the age of Martin Marquart when he arrived 
here in 1743 nor his relationship to Hans George Marquart, but 
from what is of record as to his later life we may reasonably 
conclude that he was probably about 18 on coming to America. 

Not until 1758 was his name on the taxlists of Amity township, 
Berks County, Pennsylvania, where he spent the remainder of his 
life. A careful search among the extant taxlists of other pos- 
sible places of his residence in Pennsylvania fails to reveal his 
name on any of them. The Amity 1758 and 1759 records show 
him as a single man, assessed one shilling each of those years.”

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In 1760 he was listed as married and taxed nine pence. His 
name regularly appeared on all successive assessment lists until 
1793, the year of his death. They are interesting because they 
reveal his real estate holdings, his farm animals, and the varia- 
tions in the value of money during various years. Although he 
was taxed on 160 acres in 1781 and earlier years, and on 150 
in 1789, no Berks County deed mentions him either as grantee 
or grantor. There was but little variation in the number of 
his farm animals, usually 2 horses, 2 mares, 3 cows, and a few 
sheep. Yet the taxes climbed from 5 shillings in 1767 to £1535 
in 1779! The assessed valuation dropped from the ‘‘not-worth- 
a-continental’’ high of £14,820 in 1781 to £377 in 1789. 

While the pastoral record of the marriage of Martin Marquart 
has not come to light, we know that the marriage took place 
between the time of compiling the 1759 and 1760 taxlists, as 
mentioned above. His wife’s given names were Catharine 
Maria.* It seems likely that she was the daughter of Henry 
and Catharine Maria Gruber,* but proof is lacking. 

On 16 June 1778, Martin Marquart took the oath of allegiance 
in accordance with the Act of the General Assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania dated 13 June 1777.5 

The Federal Census of 1790 lists Martin and Philip Marquart 
as heads of families living in Amity township, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. In the family of the former there were stated to 
be 2 males over 16, i.e., one in addition to himself, and four 
females.® Philip was the second son, but at that time the only 
one of the sons of Martin and Catharine Maria Marquart who 
was married. 

Martin Marquart made his will 5 February 1791, referring to 
himself as ‘‘of Amity.’’ It was probated 12 October 1793 in 
Berks County.’ In it he provided for his wife but did not 
name her, left to his son Peter ‘‘the plantation I now live on, 
he paying legacies and providing for his brother Caspar during 
life,’’ to his son Philip £100, to his son Abraham ‘‘the plantation 
I have in the forest,’’ and to each of his daughters Mary, Cath-

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arine, and Elizabeth £50. He designated his sons Peter and 
Abraham Marquart his executors. The witnesses were Peter 
Jones and John Yocum. 

Martin Marquart and his wife Catharine Maria were sponsors 
at the baptism of the following infants who were not members 
of their family: John Hulden, born 9 October 1783, baptized 
25 April 1784, son of Jacob and Margaret Hulden; John Philip 
Weiler, born 6 October 1784, baptized 7 November 1784, son of 
Andrew and Anna Maria Weiler; and Samuel Gerber, born 
25 August 1786, baptized 2 November 1786, son of John and 
Elizabeth Gerber. They partook of Holy Communion, as did 
also Sybilla Leffel, the second Sunday after Easter 1784; again 
6 November 1784 the Sunday after Trinity, as did also their son 
Peter Marquart; again with Peter Marquart 27 March 1785 
Easter Day. We find one reference to Martin’s widow Catharine 
who was listed in 1798 as a communicant member of the Wein- 
land Lutheran Church.

1. Mary, born 19 January 1761; her complete given name being Anna 
Maria Dorothea; married 2 December 1788 SAMUEL BEETEM, 
son of George and Sarah Beetem. They located in Carlisle, Pa., 
about 1801 and remained there until they finally settled in Car- 
roll County, Ky. They had, possibly among others, the following 
children: Abraham, Catharine, George, and Jacob Beetem. 

2. Prerer, born 4 March 1763, died 3 April 1810; married 26 April 
1791 Mary Moser, born 1 April 1767, died 27 October 1835, 
daughter of Peter Moser. They regularly spelled their family 
name Marquet. That form has been continued by their descen- 
dants to the present day.

Abraham Marquart had received under the will of his father 
Martin.*® 

6. CATHARINE, born 1769, as she was 14 when confirmed Ascension 
Day 1783; married 13 December 1791 Jacos KLErn, son of Jacob 
and Anna Maria Klein. 

ELIZABETH, born probably 1772, married 5 February 1793 HENnry 
SCHWEINHARD.

3. Puiu Marquart, third child and second son of Martin 
and Catharine Maria Marquart, was born in Amity township. 
Berks County, Pa., 6 May 1765, and died in Clifton, Greene 
township, Clark County, Ohio, 24 April 1833, where he is buried 
beside his wife and daughter Catharine. He married in Amity 
township 6 January 1789 ELizaBerH LEFFEL, daughter of Balzar

and Sybilla Leffel..° Her tombstone gives her date of death as 
September 30, 1842, and her age as 70 years. 

Philip Marquart was a communicant member of St. Paul’s 
Reformed and Lutheran Church of Amityville, as were also his 
parents, his wife’s parents, his brothers and sisters.'! 

By trade he was a house carpenter and was so designated on 
the taxlists examined for 1789 and 1791. In 1789 his trade was 
assessed for tax purposes at £40; in 1791 at £50; and in 1794 
at £65, but that year there was no designation what the trade 
was. He is mentioned as owning a horse or mare and three 
cows, on the various assessment lists.1* In 1789 he was not taxed 
on account of real estate. In 1791 he owned 50 acres in Amity 
township; in 1794, 80 acres assessed at 40 shillings per acre. 
For 1793 his taxes were higher than for any other year, then 
amounting to 18s 10d. The Berks County records do not show 
the transfer by Philip Marquart of his real estate. 

Sometime between 1794 and 1800 he and his family settled 
temporarily in Franklin County, Penn. While there he and his 
wife Elizabeth, describing herself as a daughter of Balzar Leffel, 
gave a power of attorney to John Shrider [husband of Mary 
Leffel, oldest sister of Elizabeth Marquart] to recover their 
share of the estate of Balzar Leffel. It was dated 24 April 1800, 
Franklin County, and recorded 6 May 1800 in Berks County.'* 

In 1801 we find him and his family in Botetourt County, Va., 
where many of his wife’s relatives were already situated. Settle- 
ment of the Balzar Leffel estate dragged on for years, as we 
know from an entry in the Berks County records'* 15 March 
1815 to the effect that on 7 February 1814 Philip and Elizabeth 
Marquart, of Botetourt County, Va., had given a power of 
attorney to their son Peter to represent them in the settlement 
of that estate. 

In 1801 Philip Markwart (sic) was assessed for personal taxes 
in Botetourt County, Va., for the first time, then accounting for 
one other white tithable beside himself and the ownership of 
one horse. He was similarly recorded and taxed in 1802, 1803, 
and 1804. In 1805 he accounted merely for himself. He then 
owned three horses. His name was spelled Markwood on that 
year’s taxlist. The next year Philip Markworth (sic) accounted 
for himself and another white male over 16 years of age, and 
owned three horses. The various spellings for the next few 
years include Markwood, Marquet, Marquart, Markwert, and 
Marqurt. In 1810 he owned six horses and accounted for two

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white males over 16 years of age, in addition to himself. The 
next year he paid tax on 5 horses and one slave over 16 years 
of age and accounted for two other white males over 16 beside 
himself. Then a change in his status is to be noted. In 1812 
and thereafter he owned no slave, and after 1812, no horses. His 
name appears on those lists for the last time in the 1815 assess- 
ment. The real estate tax records do not show his name at all.’ 
It is likely that Philip Marquart and his family lived on the 
farm of his brother-in-law John Leffel, who had died in Botetourt 
County in 1801, leaving a widow and ten children. In fact, 
Philip Marquart may have gone to Virginia to look out for the 
welfare of his wife’s brother’s family, assuming the manage- 
ment of his brother-in-law’s farm. 

In a sketch of Dr. William T. Marquart, appearing in Chap- 
man Brothers’ History of Greene and Clark Counties, Ohio, 
there is the following statement concerning Philip Marquart: 


The grandfather of our subject was a carpenter, and plied his trade in 
his native State until 1800, and in that year moving to Virginia carried on 
his calling in Botetourt County till about 1812 when he again made a move, 
and accompanied by his wife and seven children started on a tedious journey 
to the wilds of Ohio. His wife rode all the way in a two-wheeled chaise, 
and a four-horse team and a two-horse team conveyed the other members 
of the family and their household goods to their destination. Mr. Marquart 
bought a tract of timber and wild prairie !and in Greene township on the 
headwaters of Muddy Run and made his home there until his demise in 
1837. He was an industrious, active man of good habits, and consequently 
prospered; but in an unfortunate hour he went security for some friends, 
and lost all his property. His wife, a native of Pennsylvania, whose maiden 
name was Mary Leffler, spent her last days on the home farm in Greene 
township. 


We now know that there are three errors of detail in that 
statement. The move to Ohio was in 1815, not merely ‘‘about 
1812’’; Philip Marquart died in 1833, not in 1837; and his wife 
was Elizabeth Leffel, not Mary Leffler. 

The foregoing sketch also says: 


Philip Marquart . . . was also a native of the Keystone State. His 
father was a native of France who came to this country in Colonial times 
and spent the remainder of his life in Pennsylvania. 


Philip Marquart died intestate 24 April 1833. On 17 July 
1833 his son Samuel was appointed administrator..° Among 
the interesting items in the final account which he filed 14 Sep- 
tember 1835 were these: an account payable for five gallons of 
whiskey at 27 cents a gallon, and another for the board and 
lodging of David Leffel, who was his wife’s nephew, a certain 
number of weeks at 75 cents a week. Philip Marquart had, it

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would therefore appear, agreed to support that young man for 
a certain period.

THE SHEAFE LINE*

ARMS: Ermine on a chevron gules, between three pellets, three garbs or. 


THOMAs SHEAFE, born probably in Cranbrook, Kent, England, 
about 1470, died there about 1520. He married, probably about 
1596, Auice (?HENDLEY), who survived him. 

Cranbrook in Kent is a pleasaftly situated market town which 
possesses amongst other interesting things the old church of 
St. Dunstan’s and a Grammar School which dates from 1574. It 
was the centre of a very early cloth industry founded by Flem- 
ings who came to England during the reign of Edward III (1327- 
1377), among them being the family of Sheafe. Some of the 
ancient Cloth Halls are still standing, one being Willesley House 
which was bequeathed in 1594 to Edmond Sheafe, father of

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Jacob Sheafe of Boston and uncle of Elizabeth (Sheafe) Paine, 
by his uncle William Sheafe who had received it from his wife’s 
stepfather, Dr. Thomas Lange of St. Cosmos and Domain-in-the 
Blean, near Canterbury. 

Thomas Sheafe died testate, his will being proven at Canter- 
bury, 11 July 1520. 


Thomas Sheafe of Cranbroke, Kent, made his will 5 April 1520. He 
directed that he be buried in the church of St. Dunstans, Cranbroke, within 
St. Thomas’s chancel, before the Image of Our Lady of Pity there, by 
discretion of my Ex’or, and for breaking the ground he gave 6s. 8d.; to 
finding and maintaining the Lamp in St. Thomas’s chancel, 6s. 8d.; for a 
priest to sing divine service and mass in the church for my soul, parents, 
and all good friends, for four years, and he to have every year, £6-13-4d; 
to son John my maser, piece of silver, great brass pot when he is 24, if 
he die before to Gervase my son when 24, if he die to Richard my son 
when 24; to sons, John, Gervase, and Richard, each four silver spoons when 
each son is 24; if any die before, his part to Dorothy and Mary, my 
daughters; to daughters Dorothy and Mary, each £20 when 18 or at mar- 
riage; to wife Alice a cow, silver pot, eight silver spoons, and the residue 
during widowhood, if she marry to have one half of my stuff, the other half 
to my sons; residue after debts paid to son John, by executor, to dispose 
for my soul. 

Feoffees of lands, rents, services, meadows, pastures, waters, woods, etc.:— 
John Baker, gent., William Lynche, John Courteoppe, Richard Courteoppe. 
Wife Alice to have profits from my messuage and lands called Shepard in 
the Town of Cranbroke upon the Den of Cranbroke for her life, but if she 
marry then to have £20 and depart from the messuage, ete.; after the death 
or marriage of my wife, my son Richard when 24 to have my messuage and 
lands called Shepard, also two pieces of land in Tanners Lane, sometinies 
Bishop and Handleys, and to the heirs and assigns of Richard forever; to 
son Gervase when 24 the messuage called Hancokks and three pieces of land 
sometimes Filpotts, two pieces sometime Sadlers, a messuage and four 
pieces of land sometime Cardars, the land I bought from More, and the 
land Thomas Brekinden hath to ferme, and this to the heirs and assigns 
of Gervase forever; until Richard and Gervase are 24, my Ex’or to receive 
all profits coming from the lands and to make account te them at 24. 

After my death, son John to have my messuage and Mill at Bakers Cross 
with water ponds; and four pieces of land to the same called Bakers, late 
bought from Walter Roberts esquire; three pieces of land called Halfpenny 
fields, Goble, and Hokewood; my messuage and the brewhouse called the 
Frith, with all the arable woods and ways of the same, and to the heirs and 
assigns of son John forever; my sow John to have after my death three 
pieces of land called the Frercy, late had from the same Walter Roberts, 
and to his assigns during all my years, paying yearly 13s. 4d. to Walter 
Roberts. If sons Richard and Gervase die before 24, their parts to John 
my son and his heirs. The yearly profits from the lands, ete., given to son 
Gervase, until he is 24, to pay such money as I owe to Gervase Hendley* 
the younger. 

My son Gervase was 18 years of age at the last Feast of St. Michael 
(29 September) and son Richard 14 years at the same Feast. 

Richard Robin read this Will unto Thomas Sheffe in the presence of 
Alexander Courtoppe, Richard Biggs, John Sheffe. 

(Consistory of Canterbury, 13; fo. 16.)

RicHArRD SHEAFE, son of Thomas and Alice (————) Sheafe, 
born in Cranbrook, September 1505, died probably in Cranbrook, 
between 21 June and 24 September 1557. He married about 
1530, Elizabeth ————, who was buried in Cranbrook, 12 Octo- 
ber 1564. 

Richard Sheafe of Cranbrook appears on the subsidy roll for 
1545. In 1564, the church warden’s accounts have the following 
item, ‘‘received of Thomas Sheafe four pounds as a bequest for 
the burial of his father and mother in the church, and for repairs 
to the church.’’ 


Richard Sheafe died testate: 


The 21st day of June, 1557, I Richard Sheff of the parish of Cranebroke, 
in co. Kent, clothier. To be buried in the parish church of Cranebrook, in 
St. Thomas’s Chancel beside the body of my father. (Legacies to the said 
Church and to the poor there.) An obit to be kept yearly in the said 
church for 4 years after my death. 

I give to Elizabeth my wife, £200. To each of my unmarried daughters, 
viz., Margaret Sheff aged 1644 years, Alice Sheff aged 15% years, Margery 
Sheff aged 181% years, Mary Sheff aged 11% years, & Anne Sheff aged 11 
years at Easter next before the date hereof, I give £50. If more than 2 of 
my daughters die before attaining the age of 25 or unmarried, then their 
portions to go to my sons Thomas & William, when the latter reaches the 
age of 22. The said Thomas to be charged with the bringing up of my 
said daurs, & I give him one of my silver goblets. 

To Joan Knachebull my dau. another goblet. To Elizabeth my wife my 
best silver goblet, &., &. To Katheryn Love my daughter, a silver pot, 
& a scripture thereupon parcel gilt. To Anne Knachebull, daughter of 
Richard Knachebull & Joan my daughter, £3. 11. 8. The residue of my 
household stuff (after my wife has taken her choice) to be divided between 
my said wife & Thomas my son, reserving to the latter all the hanging now 
in my principal tent wherein I now dwell. 

I will that the said Thomas shall yearly for 16 years after my death 
deliver to the said Elizabeth at the messuage wherein I now dwell or at my 
messuage where Robert Clachynden now dwells in Cranbrook 20 loads of 
good wood ‘‘redy made.’’ 

To William my son, £400, & I will that my executors buy land within 
the same to the use of my said son. 

To Walter Hendley my cousin, my best gown, &. To John Sheff my 
brother, £5, &., &e. To Mathew Cryar, a gown, &e. To Sir John Baker, 
knt., £5. To ‘‘Mr Richard Baker Esquyer,’’ £5. The residue of my goods 
to Thomas my son, whom I make executor. The said Sir John Baker & 
Mr Richard Baker to be overseers. 
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This is the last will of me the said Richard Sheff concerning my lands, Ke. 

I give to Eliz. my wife the tenement and garden which Robert Clachynden 
now dwells in in Cranebrook for her life, also an annuity of £10 issuing out 
of all other my messuages, lands &c. in Cranebrook for her life, also the 
occupation of the great parlour at the upper end of the hall of my principal 
messuage, the chamber over the said parlour, the 2 chambers next the 
harber of the said messuage, the little ‘‘Buttre,’’ the little cellar, with a 
place for her wood. 

I give to Thomas Sheff my son all my messuages, lands, &c., in Crane- 
broke; to him and his heirs male, for default to my son William and his 
heirs male: for default, to the next heirs of the said Thomas in fee simple. 

To William my son all my marsh lands in the parish of Ivechurch in co. 
Kent: to hold to him & his heirs male, for default, to my said son Thomas & 
his heirs male; for default, the same to remain to the heirs of the said 
William in fee simple.

THomAs SHEAFE, son of Richard (Thomas) and Elizabeth 
(——_—) Sheafe, born in Cranbrook, Kent, about 1532, buried 
in Cranbrook, 6 September 1604. He married about 1558, Mary 
HARMON, born 1536, died in Cranbrook, in November 1609, aged 
seventy-three years. 

Edmund Sheafe placed a brass tablet to his mother’s memory 
in St. Dunstan’s church in Cranbrook, inscribed :— 

‘‘Mary Sheafe, the wife of Thomas Sheafe, who lived together 
nere xlv yeares and had issue between them ix sons and vi 
daughters, she a grave and charitable Matron, dyed Ixxiii years 
of Age, November 1609, impasivit, E.S.’’ 


Thomas Sheafe of Cranbrook died testate. 


He mentions in his Will, dated 1604, proved in Canterbury 3 October 
1604, Mr. Eddie, Vicar of Cranbrooke; Mary my wife; my son Richard 
Sheafe; my sons Giles Fletcher, George Robarts, Peter Courthop, and 
Stephen Brett; my daughters Fletcher, Robarts, Courthop, and Brett; my 
brother William Sheafe and his wife; my sisters Courthop, Hovenden, 
Couchman and Gibbion; Thomas, son of my son-in-law John Rucke; my son 
John Sheafe; Edmund, son of my son John Sheafe; Thomas Harmon my 
wife’s brother; Phebe, widow of my son Alexander Sheafe; my lands and 
tenements in Cranbrooke, Hawkherst, Goodherst, Brenchley, Penburie, Ben- 
nenden, Biddenden, Charte, Woodchurch, Apledore, Kenardington, Ruckinge, 
Snave, und Warehorne. To my son Richard Sheafe my principal messuage, 
wherein the said Richard then dwelt with all the lands, ete., belonging to 
the same in the town and parish of Cranbrocke, to him and his heirs for- 
ever, and likewise other lands and tenements there, and the moiety of cer- 
tain lands and premises in Brenehley and Penburie, to him and his heirs 
forever.

To John Sheafe, my son, my messuage, dye 
house, buildings, ete., with the lands belonging to it in Goodherst, in the 
occupation of the said John Sheafe, also two tenements and 17 acres of land 
purchased by me of Sir Thomas Fane, Knt., in Benenden and Biddenden, 
and other tenements in Cranbrooke, to him and his heirs forever. To 
Thomas, son of my son Alexander Sheafe, deceased, and Phebe, his wife, 
my messuage called Bakers, with the dye house and lands, ete., belonging

the Town & parish of Cranebrook now in the tenure of John Jacob my 
son in law & Richard my son during her life. To Thomas Sheafe my son 
an annuity of £20 out of said principal messuage during his life. To 
Richard, son of said son Thomas, an annuity of £10 out of said principal 
messuage &e., during his life after the decease of my said son Thomas & 
Mary his wife. If said son Thomas is not contented with what I have 
given him & his son said annuities to be void. To my daughter Jane 
Bottinge, an annuity of £3 during her life out of the 3 messuages below 
my principal messuage in tenures of George Vigin [?], Widdow Sheafe & 
John Crumpe during her life after the decease of my wife. To Richard

‘SOME DESCENDANTS OF NICHOLAS RICH OF 
SALEM, MASSACHUSETTS

1. NicHouas' Ricu,t housewright or house carpenter, of 
Salem, Wenham and Attleborough, Mass., and Preston, Conn., 
was born about 1660, and died before 21 Oct. 1726, when his 
children sold his real estate in Preston. He was a taxpayer in 
Salem in 1683 (N. E. Reg. 83-261). 17 Jan. 1686, abatement 
on tax, Nich Rich Town 6 Minist 5 (Salem Town Ree. 3-174). 
By 1688 he was in Wenham. 16 Jan. 1687/8, ‘‘Nicholas Rich is 
accepted a townsman’’ (Wenham Town Ree. p. 86). 

He m. (1) Apiaarm, GREEN of Salem (N. EF. Reg. 83-261), who 
was b. 22 Feb. 1660/1 (Salem V. 1-389), dau. John and Mary 
(Warren) Green of Salem. (Rich Mss., N. E. H. G. Soe.).f 
He m. (2) Grace —-——— (possibly widow of Christopher Lewis 
of Malden, Mass., who d. 8 Feb. 1703/4) (Malden V. p. 358). 
(Barnes Mss.) § 

Nicholas Rich and his second wife Grace were living in. Attle- 
borough, Mass., in 1713, when they sold land there: 1713, Nov. 
26. I, Nicholas Rich together with Grace my wife of the Town 
of Attleborough, County of Bristol, Mass., ‘‘ House Carpenter,’’ 
quit claim to Andrew Starkey of same town—a parcel of land, 
about 50 acres,—in Attleborough, near the North center of sd 
Town—near the land of Allexander Bolkcom where he now

now deceased and purchased of him by Jacob Rede of the Town 
of Salem and again sold by sd Jacob Rede to me sd Nicholas 
Rich who do by these presents promise and Ingage to give unto 
the above named Andrew Starkey a legall title to sd fifty acres 
of land And in Consideration hereof we have set to our hands 
and seals the words together with Grace my wife over the fourth 
line toward the rite hand and the word Senior over the nineteen 
line was done before the signing and delivery of this instru- 
ment.’’ Nicholas & Grace Rich signed by making their marks. 
Witnesses: David Rich, John Rede. (Bristol Co., Northern Dis- 
trict Land Ree. 30-26.) 

From Attleborough they must have gone into Connecticut for 
on 24 Oct. 1716, John Ames of Preston, Conn., yeoman, for £18 
sells to ‘‘Nicholus Ritch’’ of Preston, about 50 acres of land with 
one Common Right in Preston, adjoining Preston north bounds, 
it being the 14th lot near Plainfield bounds. Witnesses: David 
Mackerwether, Samll Sterry. (Preston Land Ree. 3-152.) The 
same day Nicholas makes over part of the land ‘‘for divers good 
considerations moving but more especially for ye love and good- 
will that I have unto my loving wife Grace Ritch.’’ Same 
witnesses. (Jbid., 3-153.) 1717, June 5, Nicolus Rich of Preston 
‘‘hous Right’’ sells half of the Commonage in Preston to Edward 
Cogswell of Preston. Nicolas Rich signed with his mark and 
on 13 Feb. 1717/18 he personally appeared and acknowledged it. 
Witnesses: John Williams, Obed Cook. This deed was not 
recorded until 10 Oct. 1720. (Ibid., 4-25.) The day he acknowl- 
edged his signature, 13 Feb. 1717/18, Nicholas Rich & Grase Rich 
both of Preston, sell to James Tiler of Preston for £4 all right 
in common or undivided land in Preston. They made their 
marks. Witnesses: John Brown, John Ames. Recorded 11 Mar. 
1717/18. (Ibid., 3-111.) 2 Mar. 1719/20, Grace Rich ‘‘for love 
and affection which I bear unto Nicholus Rich my husband’’ 
gives him back the land which he gave her 24 Oct. 1716. (Ibid., 
4-79.) 

Some time between 2 Mar. 1720 and 21 Oct. 1726, Nicholas 
and Grace Rich must have died, for on the latter date his children 
sold his remaining real estate in Preston: 1726, Oct. 21. We, 
Samuell Ritch of Sutton, Mass. & David Ritch of Meradan, 
Conn., & Timothy Jearam & abigail his wife of Wallingford, New 
Haven Co., Conn., & James Tylar and Sarah his wife of Provi- 
dence, R. L., & Jonathan Ritch and John Green and Mary his 
wife of Preston, Conn., send greeting ...... know ye that we 
for £60 paid by Thomas Rose Jr. of sd Preston sell him a cer- 
tain tract of land about 40 acres more or less in Preston adjoin- 
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ing Preston north bounds, it being part of ye 14th lot as it was 
made out to Mr. John Ames of Preston near Rose’s own land.

David Rich & Mahittable Rich his wife (Alias Ives) of 
the parish of New Cambridge in Farmington for £133 sell to Mrs. Hannah 
Ives of the parish of Meriden in Wallingford land in the Parish of Meriden 
abt. 9% acres it being part of a farm that belongs to sd Mehittable Rich 
from her brother Samuel Ives, dec’d. Witnesses: Isaac Coles, Elisha 
Deming. Rec. 12 Nov. 1750. Farmington, 2 July, 1747, David & Mehit- 
able Rich signed & acknowledged. (Wallingford Land, 11-631.) 

It will be noted that in this second deed David Rich does not sign as 
**Junior,’’ for his father had died 4 June, 1748. Also that he and his 
first wife, Mehitable Ives Rich, were members of the parish of New Cam- 
bridge at that time. This is where Thaddeus states he was born 27 July, 
1759. 

David Rich mentioned 20 July 1747 among those keeping a public house 
of entertainment on the day of Mr. Newel’s ordination (Bristol Chh. 1-13). 
Member of the School Committee 2 Dee. 1754 (Ibid., 1-27). Was voted 
7 Dec. 1772 an abatement of the Meeting House rate which William Lee was 
to collect (Ibid., 1-59). 

David and Mehitable Rich lived in the north part of Wallingford which 
was established in 1725 as the Wallingford North Society. This parish 
was changed in 1728 to the Meriden First Society, which explains why the 
land ‘‘in Meriden in Wallingford’’ which had come to Mehitable from her 
brother Samuel Ives was recorded at Wallingford in 1750, yet the baptisms 
of the first two children are found on the Meriden Church records. Mr. and 
Mrs. Rich seem to have moved by 1747 to that part of Farmington called 
the New Cambridge Society, which in 1785 became the New Cambridge 
Society of Bristol, which town was that year incorporated from Farmington. 
These church records have been printed (1875) under the title “A Catalogue 
of the Bristol First Church.’’ 

David*® Rich may have left Farmington for New Hampshire about 1761-2, 
at which time he sold his farm. 1761, Apr. 12. David Rich of Farmington 
for £200 sells to the widow Phebe Graves land in Farmington and parish 
of New Cambridge, being part of the farm where I dwell, about 25 acres, 
near Jacob Robards and highway, together with my dwelling house standing 
on sd land. Ree. 8 Apr. 1762. (Farmington Land 12-386.) 

1762, Oct. 27. We, David Rich, Jonathan Crampton and Phebe his wife 
of East Guilford, for £150, sell to Jesse Cole of Farmington land in Farm- 
ington and Parish of New Cambridge, it being part of a farm that lately 
belonged to David Rich of sd Farmington and where he now dwells, about 
25 acres, east, north and south on the highway, west on the land of Jacob 
Robards, together with the dwelling house ...... in witness whereof we 
have set our hands and seal in East Guilford. Witnesses: Ebenezer Graves, 
Elias Graves. Signed: Jonathan Crompton, Phebe Graves, David Rich. 
Rec. 27 Oct. 1762. (Farmington Land 13-231.) It will be noted that 
Phebe Crampton signed with the name of her second husband, though called 
the Widow Graves in the first deed. 

If David Rich was still living in Farmington in 1762 and if he was the 
father of Thaddeus, born 1759, then he must have married for the second 
time before leaving for New Hampshire. We can thus look for a Sybil 
in Farmington or near-by. 

Phebe Crampton’s will was dated 8 June 1796, Bristol. In it she leaves 
to well beloved nephew, Benjamin Hart Rich, son of Thaddeus Rich (really 
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her great-nephew, named for her first husband); to Sheldon Rich, son of 
Thaddeus Rich, £5 and great Bible; to friend Mehitable Jearom, wife of 
Thomas Jerome; to Phebe Rich, dau. of Thaddeus; to Betsey Rich dau. of 
Thaddeus; to James Robard’s wife...... to sister Jearom,* £4 a year 
for life if she lives so long; all remainder to Thaddeus Rich his wife. 
Dear Friend Thaddeus Rich to be executor, knowing he will manage it 
with all requisite Prudence. (Farmington Probate Dist., No. 780, Conn. 
State Lib.) 

In her will Phebe Crampton calls Thaddeus Rich ‘‘friend.’’ She ealls 
his sons ‘‘nephews’’ when they were her great-nephews. The only other 
Rich family in Farmington who might have had a son Thaddeus was that 
of William* Rich, brother of Phebe* and David* Rich, but in his will, 
dated 26 Mar. 1783, William mentions his two sons, William and John, and 
makes them, ‘‘the only heirs,’’ executors. (No. 2288 Bristol, Farmington 
District.) The only place, therefore, where Thaddeus seems to fit, is the 
first child by the second marriage of David* and Sybil. 

The will of David Rich of Claremont, County of Cheshire, New Hampshire, 
dated 18 Dee. 1793, gives to beloved wife Sibel Rich one half of my 
dwelling House I now live in to be for her use and disposal during her 
natural Life, the aforesaid one half, my aforesaid Wife shall have her 
Choice. The other half of my said House I give & Bequeath to my son 
Joel Rich to him and his heirs forever, and further my Will is, I give to 
my son Joel Rich (the other half of my aforesaid House) after the decease 
of his hon’d Mother, my aforesaid Wife to him and His Heirs forever, 
including my Barn standing upon the South side of the Road. I give to 
my beloved Wife Sibel Rich all the furniture in my House & Cellar to be 
disposed of by Her & to her Heirs forever. I give and bequeath to my 
beloved Wife Sibel Rich one Heifer my Mare Colt and five Sheep to her 
and her Heirs forever that is to say To do with and by them as she 
pleases. I give and bequeath to my son Joel Rich my Yoke of Oxen and 
my old Horse to him and his Heirs forever. I give to each of my other 
Children Ten shillings to each of them and their Heirs forever. Lastly 
I appoint my beloved Wife Sibel Rich sole Executrix of this my last Will & 
Testament, hereby revoking all other Wills by me made. David Rich his 
mark. Witnesses: Samuel Cotton, Oliver Tuttle, Elihu Stevens, Jr. (Pro- 
bate Records, Cheshire Co., N. H.)

THE PARENTAGE OF MEHITABLE BLACKMAN, WIFE 
SUCCESSIVELY OF JONATHAN PECK AND 
GEN. JOHN MEAD 


By I. Heywarp Peck, Esq., of Flushing, N. Y. 


Mehitable Blackman married at Christ Church, Stratford, 
Conn., Nov. 22, 1766, Jonathan, son of Nathaniel and Mary 
(Pardee) Peck. She died at Greenwich, Conn., in 1810. Jona- 
than Peck was born at Greenwich, Conn., Sept. 23, 1740, and 
died at Stamford, Conn., in 1783. Mehitable (Blackman) Peck 
married secondly at St. John’s Church, Stamford, Conn., Jan. 8, 
1786, as a second wife, Gen. John Mead of Greenwich. 


Children, surname Peck (born Greenwich, Conn.) : 


i. Jonathan Richard, b. Dec. 7, 1768, d. Flushing, N. Y., Apr. 4, 
1822; mar. St. John’s Church, Stamford, Theodotia Lockwood ; 
9 children.

A careful search of all available records of the Blackman- 
Blakeman family only brings to light one daughter by the name 
of Mehitable in the period under examination. There were two 
Blackman-Blakeman wives by the name of Mehitable. One was 
the wife of Ebenezer Blackman who died at Stratford, Conn., 
1753, leaving a will which named all his children but there was 
none by the name of Mehitable. The other was Mehitable Cur- 
tiss, wife of Samuel Blakeman of Stratford, Conn., but, as she 
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was not born until 1732, she could not be the mother of the 
Mehitable in question. The only Mehitable Blackman found is 
the one shown in Oreutt’s History of Stratford as baptized at 
Stratford (prob. Cong. Ch.) October 1743, the daughter of 
Abraham® (Abraham'*, John*:? Rev. Adam‘) and Sarah 
Blakeman. 

Although there is no positive proof, still there is such a pre- 
ponderance of evidence that it can be stated without a reason- 
able doubt that this Mehitable Blackman married Jonathan Peck 
and later Gen. John Mead. 

Abraham, son of Abraham and Elizabeth (Barley) Blakeman 
married about 1742 Sarah, the widow of Isaac* Curtiss. Her 
parentage is unknown. Their children were: 

i. Mehitable, bapt. Stratford, Oct. 1743. 

ii. Phineas, bapt. Stratford, Nov. 1745; mar. 1st, Christ Ch., Strat- 
ford, Feb. 7, 1771, Elizabeth Wattaker; mar. 2nd, Christ Ch., 
Stratford, Feb. 24, 1785, Lettice Borrough; had issue. 

iii. Sarah, 


Isaac Curtiss had, prior to his marriage to Sarah, married 
Sept. 8, 1726, Elizabeth, dau. of Zachariah and Elizabeth Bost- 
wick. On his death he left surviving him four daughters, all 
born at Stratford: Jerusha b. July 4, 1727, Elizabeth b. Dee. 2, 
1729, Sarah b. May 9, 1731, and Naomi b. Feb. 2, 1735/6.* His 
eldest daughter and the step- daughter of Sarah (Curtiss) Blake- 
man, Jerusha, married at Stratford, Conn., Oct. 9, 1746, Nathan- 
iel Peck of Greenwich, Conn., eldest brother of Jonathan Peck 
who married Mehitable Blackman. In the distribution of the 
estate of Isaac Curtiss made in 1746/7 the heirs were named as 
follows: widow Sarah, now the wife of Abraham Blackman, Jr. ; 
children—Jerusha, now the wife of Nathaniel Peck, Jr., of 
Greenwich, Elizabeth, Sarah, and Naomi Curtiss, the last three 
being minors. 

Mehitable Blackman and Jonathan Peck had only four children 
of whom two were named Abraham and Sarah respectively. 
This is the first instance that the name Abraham had appeared 
in the whole Peck family, while the name Sarah was uncommon 
to that date and had not appeared in this branch of the family. 
It is self-evident that these children were named for Mehitable’s 
father and mother, Abraham and Sarah Blackman. 

Abraham Blackman, Jr., had apparently returned to the faith 
of his English forebears, as the seating plan of Christ Church 
(Church of England), Stratford, for the period 1745-1797, 
printed in Wilcoxson’s History of Stratford, shows Abraham 
Blackman as occupying a pew there with John Barley. It was 


* All by the first wife. There was also a son Benjamin, b. 20 Feb. o> d. 21 Oct. 
1738. The family growp is entered in Stratford Land Records, 5:35.—D. L. 
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also at Christ Church that Mehitable Blackman married Jona- 
than Peck, while the two marriages of Phineas Blackman, 
brother of Mehitable, also took place in this same church. This 
affiliation with the Established, later Protestant Episcopal, 
Church continued in the succeeding generations. Mehitable 
(Blackman) Peck’s second marriage took place at St. John’s 
Church, Stamford, her eldest son, Jonathan Richard Peck, was 
married there, and his children were either baptized there or at 
St. George’s Church, Flushing, Long Island. 

A summary of the above evidence supporting the parentage 
of Mehitable Blackman : 


1, There is no evidence of another Mehitable Blackman of this period. 

2. <A connection had already been established between the Greenwich 
Peck family and the Stratford Curtiss-Blakeman family through 
the marriage of Nathaniel Peck to Jerusha Curtiss, step-daughter 
of Sarah (Curtiss) Blakeman. 

3. Two of the children of Mehitable (Blackman) Peck bore the names 
of her father and mother. 

4. Abraham Blackman, Jr., was a pewholder of Christ Church, Strat- 
ford, where his son was twice married. Mehitable Blackman’s 
marriage to Jonathan also took place in the same church. 


* CULVER AND WINTHROP

Around the turn of the century, the statement was made in 
Munsell’s American Ancestry (12:21) that John? Culver 
(Edward') of New London married Mary, daughter of Gov. 
John Winthrop of Connecticut, and that his brother, Joseph? 
Culver, married Merey Winthrop, youngest daughter of the 
Governor. A little earlier, Theodore F. Chambers in The Early 
Germans of New Jersey (1895) stated that John* Culver (son 
of John*) married Sarah, daughter of Gov. John Winthrop of 
Connecticut. 

Both statements obviously cannot be true. In 1910 Frederic 
Lathrop Colver published a Colver-Culver Genealogy. The early 
generations are not very completely worked out, and the com- 
piler modestly admitted the deficiencies of his work. Neverthe- 
less, after entering the marriage of John? Culver to Mary Win- 
throp, he cautiously stated: ‘‘The author of this genealogy is 
not satisfied from the evidence he has been able to collect that 
this statement is correct. No record can be found in any of 
the Winthrop papers examined of a marriage to any Colver or 
Culver.’’ He also expressed doubt of the marriage of Joseph? 
Culver to a Merey Winthrop; and as for John*® Culver, con- 
tented himself with the assertion that ‘‘the wife of John Culver, 
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Junior, was named Sarah’’ and a reference to Chambers’s Win- 
throp statement. 

Ten years later, a Culver pedigree was included in the Regis- 
tration of Pedigrees conducted by John Reynolds Totten and 
published in the New York Gen. and Biog. Record (51: 90-92). 
Here the unequivocal statement is made that John? Culver 
married, previous to 1665, Mary Winthrop, daughter of John 
Winthrop the younger, but the identity of the wife of Joseph? 
Culver is not stated. Captain Totten wrote, regarding Mary 
wife of John? Culver,—‘‘That she was a daughter of John Win- 
throp is established by the bible records of the Culver family 
of Groton, descendants of John? Culver, photographic copies of 
which are filed with the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Society.’’ He concedes, however, that her name was not men- 
tioned in her father’s will, and that her marriage is not given in 
any published work on the family of John Winthrop; also, he 
does not unconditionally accept Sarah wife of John*® Culver as 
a Winthrop. 

The danger of accepting statements in Bible records without 
thorough investigation of their authenticity has often been 
demonstrated, and even photographic copies are not always 
conclusive, since they afford no opportunity for the study of the 
paper and ink, but merely for the style of script in which entries 
were written. The date of publication of the Bible in question 
is not mentioned, so we lack even that criterion as to how early 
the entries could have been made. 

In general, entries in old Bibles which were made contempo- 
raneously with the events, or not too long after, may be accepted 
as reasonably correct. However, serious misstatements are some- 
times encountered in Bible entries, due to various causes. Dur- 
ing the last century, considerable interest was awakened in 
family origins, and those who entered their family records a 
century or more ago sometimes included traditional or legendary 
matter. A fine Bible record which the writer recently examined 
begins with definite records far back in the eighteenth century, 
and its general accuracy cannot be impugned, yet the Bible 
recorder saw fit to enter a statement that the founder of his 
family in this country was a Stephen Hall, whereas it can be 
proved absolutely from contemporary public record sources that 
the founder of this family was a John Hall, and there was no 
Stephen at all in the direct line. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that Bibles containing 
forged entries have, though rarely, been sold by fraudulent 
dealers to innocent puchasers who believed they were getting a 
Bible which had once belonged to their ancestors. The famous 
Seymour Bible has been exposed as such an imposture.* 


* The Seymour Family, 1939, pp. 1-15. 
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Until the Culver Bible has been submitted to the usual tests 
applied to historical documents, it is impossible to state how soon 
or how long after the event the Winthrop statement was written, 
or how much or how little credence it merits. The Bible itself 
may be entirely authentic, and all entries in it written in good 
faith in the belief they were correct. But Captain Totten, who 
felt that this record established the Winthrop marriage, failed 
to give even the year date when the marriage occurred, hence 
(since he had the use of a photographie copy) it appears that no 
date of marriage was stated in the Bible, and it follows from this 
that the entry was not made by John? Culver and probably not 
by a son of John and Mary. It may have been made by a later 
descendant, too far removed to have exact knowledge, and it 
could be an error due to faulty memory in old age, or to con- 
fusion if there was Winthrop ancestry on some other line, or to 
a mistaken conclusion if the writer had made some amateurish 
investigation of his ancestry. 

It is, at any rate, unfortunate that the statement was accepted 
by the editor of a reputable journal, and published therein, 
without expert examination of the Bible entries, which are the 
only documentary source ever cited for the allegation that John? 
Culver married a Winthrop. The fact that three Winthrop 
marriages have been claimed for three different members of the 
second and third generations of the Culver family, while not one 
Culver alliance is revealed in the Winthrop pedigree, is sufficient 
to throw suspicion on all these allegations. It is perhaps not 
generally understood that the Winthrops are the best documented 
family in New England. Family letters, documents, and papers 
of all kinds were preserved, and are in possession of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, which has published many volumes 
of them; and during the past hundred years, many genealogists 
and historians have searched these manuscripts. To claim a 
Winthrop connection which is not disclosed either by the public 
records or by the Winthrop Papers indicates extraordinary 
naiveté. 

There is no reason to doubt the accounts of the Winthrop 
family, based on contemporary public records and the Winthrop 
Papers, according to which Gov. John Winthrop’s daughter Mary 
died young, while he had no daughter Mercy. 

As for the third claim, that John* Culver’s wife Sarah was a 
Winthrop, the writer can demolish it and prove who Sarah really 
was. On 2 Nov. 1752, John Collver and Sarah his wife, of Rox- 
bury, Morris County, sold for £5 to Robert Collver of the same 
place, land in Middletown, Conn., the seventh part of a £26 
right, which right ‘‘come by Sarah Insign’’; the deed was 
acknowledged in New Jersey. On 25 Nov. 1752. Robert Coluer 
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of ‘‘Roxberry, Morris County, in the West Jersies,’’ for £4, sold 
to Seth Wetmore, Esq., of Middletown, one-seventh of a right 
‘‘that formerly belonged to the Heirs of Sarah Insign, which I 
bought of my Father John Culuer and Sarah his wife of Rox- 
bury, which said Sarah was one of the Children and Heirs of 
the said Sarah Insign Alias Sarah Long which said Sarah was 
one of the Children and Heirs of John Wilcock of said Middle- 
town Deceased.’’ [Land Ree. Middletown, 14: 328, 329.] 

The relationships specified, while thoroughly exploding the 
Winthrop myth, are rather complicated. Sarah, daughter of 
John and Sarah (Wadsworth) Wilcox, born 3-Oct. 1648, died 
3 Feb. 1717/18, married 3 Oct. 1666, Thomas Long, son of Joseph 
and Mary (Lane) Long. They had six surviving children, one 
of whom, as proved by the above deed, was Sarah Long, wife 
of John* Culver of Roxbury, N. J. The Longs were divorced 
in 1681, and Thomas Long married second, Sarah Elmer, by 
whom he had five more children; and he died at Windsor, Conn., 
8 Nov. 1711. Sarah Wilcox, following the divorcee, married 
second, David Ensign, who had been divorced in 1682 from his 
first wife, Mehitabel Gunn. David Ensign died 12 Dee. 1727 
in his 82nd year, and by Sarah (Wilcox) Long had a son David. 

All this complicated genealogy is proved by numerous docu- 
mentary sources. We need mention here only the estate of 
Jerusha Long, who died at Hartford, 11 Jan. 1722/3, sister of 
Sarah (Long) Culver. Administration was granted to her 
‘‘brethren,’’ William Long and David Ensign. Distribution 
was ordered to the brethren and sisters, who were named as: 
the heirs of Mary Bushnell, deceased; Joseph Long; William 
Long; David Ensign, Jr.; Sarah Culver; and Hannah Moore. 
An account in the file [Hartford District, No. 3397] contains the 
item, ‘‘brother iohn Coulver demand ten shillens for wol and 
comin of it and letin of her haue monni’’ [John Culver demands 
10s. for wool and combing it and letting her have money]. 

The records cited prove conclusively that the wife of John*® 
Culver, mother of Robert* Culver, and ancestress of the Morris

' THE LINE OF JOHN CONCKLYNE OF SOUTHOLD AND 
HUNTINGTON

5. TrmotHy? ConK.uIn (John') who, probably, was born by 
1640 in England or Salem, Mass., became the founder of the 
prolific Huntington line of the family. He appears first at 
Huntington, 4 Feb. 1660, when the town agreed ‘‘that Timothy 
Conklin shalle keepe both his own home lots and his father’s 
and to lay down all comonig (commonage) and medowe belong- 
ing to his own hous.’’ The Wyllys Papers show that in March 
1663/64 he witnessed a deposition made on Long Island by 
Capt. Robert Seeley. On 24 Dee. 1667, he was voted six acres 
on the western side of West Neck, Huntington. The printed 
records of Huntington are in error in crediting this grant to a 
non-existent Thomas Conklin, as the original entry clearly reads 
Timothy Concklin. When Huntington, on 16 and 17 Apr. 1672, 
laid out the famous Ten Farms from the head of Nesaquage 
River to Crab Meadow, John Samis, Samuel Ketcham, Richard 
Williams and Timothy Conklin received the first farm at the 
river’s head. A list of Huntington tax payers for 1673 con- 
tains his name and a list of 1675 shows him owner of considerable 
livestock. In 1683, he was assessed on 110 pounds, and in 1688 
on 87 pounds. His lands lay mostly on the west side of West 
Neck close to the juncture with Lloyd’s Neck and included 
grants made 1 Apr. 1679, 1 Apr. 1682, 3 Apr. 1683 and 1 Apr. 
1690. Much of his land adjoined the lands of the Brushes and 
the Samises. In Oct. 1694, he was assessed 15s. 6p., toward the 
payment for Gov. Fletcher’s Patent to Huntington, an assess- 
ment based on his ownership of a 200-pound purchase right from 
the first settlement of the town and a right in all divisions of 
commonage. The holdings made him an important proprietor. 
He later distributed these rights by deed to his three sons Tim- 
othy, John and Jacob Conklin. 

When Henry Lloyd of the Manor of Queens Village (Lloyd’s 
Neck) made a summary of the history of the manor in 1730, he 
wrote: ‘‘Timothy Conklin of Huntington was tenant after James 
Lloyd’s death (1693) placed there by his executors or their 
attorney.’’ This entry, other entries in the Lloyd Papers, and 
the town records of Huntington show that Timothy Conklin con- 
trolled the agricultural activities of the manor for several years. 
As late as 1708, 09 and ’10, after Henry Lloyd made his home 
there, Timothy Conklin continued to rent large acreage from 
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him. In 1698 he owed a rent balance of 18 pounds to the Lloyd 
estate. 

On 11 May 1697, John Ketcham, James Chichester and Tim- 
othy Conklin, Sr., acting as partners, bought important lands on 
the south side of Long Island from the Indians, ‘‘a certain neck 
of land lying on ye south side of this island called by the indians 
Araca by ye English ye West Neck being westernmost neck of 
Huntington bounds (Babylon). This ‘‘West Neck’’ on the 
south side (Huntington South) should not be confused with 
‘*West Neck’’ on Long Island Sound. Later, Timothy Conklin 
deeded his interest in this purchase to his son Jacob Conklin. 

He was assessed 2s. toward the important Baiting Place pur- 
chase from the Indians on 4 Oct. 1698, and on 1 May 1711, he 
subscribed 5 pounds toward the erection of a new meeting house. 
On 18 Mar. 1715, as a ‘‘west ender,’’ he voted against the erec- 
tion of the meeting house in the east end of the town. This 
question raised a bitter factional fight in Huntington. He dis- 
posed of much of his land to his sons by 1710. These deeds of 
gift will be reported under articles regarding his children. He 
received a final grant from the town on 25 Sept. 1713, and on 
20 Mar. 1713/14, he signed his final deed as a grantor, giving 
land to his son John Conklin and reserving a life interest for 
himself, ‘‘and after my decease’’ a life interest for ‘‘my son 
Cornelius if he shall be surviving.’’ 

The account books of Henry Lloyd, which run irregularly 
from 1711 to 1734, show that Timothy Conklin ran an open 
account with Mr. Lloyd from 1711 until closed on 9 Mar. 1714. 
The final purchase was made 2 Dee. 1713. On 13 Apr. 1711, 
goods were sold to ‘‘Timothy Conklin’s wife.’’ It would appear 
that he probably died in the spring of 1714, possibly a year later. 
It is frequently stated that Timothy Conklin’s wife was Marrua 
Wickes, daughter of Thomas Wickes. Nothing has been found 
to indicate whether this is right or wrong. It is likely that the 
statement got into print on good authority. 

Of Timothy Conklin’s sons, Timothy remained on the home- 
stead farm in West Neck, John had lands at the base of West 
Neck close by Cold Spring and in the east end of town (East 
Northport), Thomas went to Smithtown and Jacob eventually 
centered his holdings in Half Hollow Hills (Wyandanch), on 
the present Huntington-Babylon town line. 

It is of interest to note that the name almost from the begin- 
ning of the family’s residence in Huntington was spelled Conklin. 
The form Concklyne did not survive long, the final ‘‘g’’ was 
seldom added, and Concklin and Conkline were the most common 
variations. 
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Children of Timothy? Conklin and Martha Wickes(?) (Town

Timothy Conklin deeded his son Cornelius land on 
30 Nov. 1703. In a deed of 25 Sept. 1713, to his son John 
Conklin, Timothy Conklin reserved a life interest for himse'f 
and for his son Cornelius ‘‘if he shall be surviving.’’ It is 
sometimes stated that he m. and left issue, but he prob. d. 
soon after his father as the name Cornelius does not again 
appear in Huntington rees., until 1724, when Cornelius‘ (John’, 
Timothy’, John*) reached maturity. 


6. Jacos? CONKLYNE (John') probably was born in England 
or Salem about 1640. He and his sister Elizabeth were baptized 
at Salem, Mass., 30 May 1649. While several writers have 
assumed that Jacob was born at a date much nearer his baptism, 
nothing is found to support that theory. His older brother 
John testified in 1655 that his mother was then living, so there 
is no ground for the assumption that Jacob was a child of a 
second wife. Jacob Concklyne first appears in Southold records 
on 22 Feb. 1663, when he witnessed the appointment of his 
brother John as guardian of the Salmon children, John’s step- 
children. He, also on 24 July 1666, witnessed the release given 
by two of those children to John Concklyne as guardian. Jacob 
Concklyne married about 1668, Mary Younes, a daughter of 
Capt. Joseph Youngs of Southold and his wife, Margaret Warren. 
In that year John Winthrop of New London made this entry in 
his medical journal: ‘‘———— Concklyne newly married to Mr. 
Joseph Youngs daughter. He a son of John Conckline of 
Southold.’’* 

Jacob Concklyne’s name appears frequently in Southold ree- 
ords. He was assessed on 130 pounds in 1675 and on 101 pounds 


*Capt. Youngs was perhaps the richest man in Southold, a brother of the Rev. John 
Youngs, spiritual and political leader of the town. He died about 1658. His wife died 
about 1669. The excellent Youngs genealogy does not mention a daughter among his 
children but Winthrop’s statement obviously is authority. Supporting evidence that 
Jacob was the son of John Concklyne who married Mary Youngs is found in the fact 
that Capt. Youngs had sons Joseph, John, Thomas, Gideon and Samuel, while Jacob 
Concklyne named his children Jacob, Joseph, Samuel, John, Gideon and Mary. When 
John? Concklyne, in 1671, gave to his son Jacob a deed of gift covering his important 
Hashamomack lands, the: two witnesses were Joseph and John Youngs. 


Rees.) : 
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in 1683. In 1686, his household consisted of five males and two 
females. On 26 Mar. 1671, his father gave him a deed of gift 
to all his holdings in Hashamomock including an important 
right to one-fourth the commonage. These lands remained in 
his family until after the Revolution. Historians have shown 
a tendency to overlook the fact that Jacob Concklyne was an 
important Hashamomock landowner, and have been inclined to 
represent that most of the Southold Conklins came from Capt. 
John. On 12 July 1683 Jacob received 100 acres in Oyster 
Ponds from his father. When Jacob Conckline made his will, 
he followed Capt. John’s example and divided his main property 
equally between his three oldest sons Jacob, Joseph and Samuel. 
He did not, however, entail the estate. 

Sometime after 1684, his holdings are described as a home lot 
of two acres bounded on the west by Isaac Corey’s land and by 
Joseph Mapes on the south. An additional two acres next to 
his home lot and surrounded by commons. Fourteen acres east 
of the mill pond with land of Thomas Rider on the north and 
south. An unestimated meadow east of the mill pond bounded 
on the east by land of Isaae Corey and ‘‘his brother John Conck- 
lines Necke and the corner of Joseph Mapes lott.’’ He had, also, 
a right to a fourth part of commonage ‘‘of which Joseph Mapes 
is to have a third part.’’ 

The census of 1698 lists his family as consisting of Jacob 
Concklyne, Mary (his wife), Jacob Jr., Samuel, John, Gideon 
and Mary Jr. His son Joseph had a separate listing. 

The will of Jacob Concklyne, yeoman, was signed 28 Jan. 
1706/7, but according to the printed records of Southold (which 
contain it) was not entered until 26 Apr. 1750. To son Jacob, 
he gave ‘‘all land where my housen now stand at Hashamomack 
with ye sd housen.’’ Land lay between Joseph Mapes, deceased, 
and Isaae Corey, deceased. Also, to Jacob ‘‘meadow adjoining 
ye end of sd land by mill pond and 16 acres in ye field’’ bounded 
by land north and south of Providence Rider, east by commons, 
west by mill. Also, to Jacob one-half the wood lot with Joseph 
Mapes east and John Concklyne, deceased, west, about nine acres. 
Also, to Jacob one-half of common lands, implements of hus- 
bandry and use of two oxen for four years. To son Joseph, ‘‘my 
two lots at Oyster Pond Upper Neck and meadow at Long Beach. 
To son Samuel, my new lot 24 acres bounded north by Joseph 
Mapes, east and south by sd John Concklyne and west by com- 
mons (Hashamomack land). Also, to Samuel one-half of wood 
lot and common lands (other half to son Jacob) and all my mill 
meadows. To daughter Mary, all household stuff and debts due. 
To son Gideon all carpenter or joyners tools. Remainder of 
movable estate to be divided between sons John and Gideon and 
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daughter Mary. Stipulation that sons Jacob, Joseph and Samuel 
‘‘each of them shall pay to my son John 5 pounds current 
money’’ and the same to son Gideon; ‘‘but (if) my sd son John 
doth not live to return home’’ that then and in such case they 
each to pay 7 pounds to Gideon. If they or either of my sd 
sons Jacob, Joseph and Samuel, or their heirs shall neglect or 
refuse to do at ye time they my sd sons do arrive to ye age of 
twentyone years or to either of my sd sons John and Gideon 
in manner as is before mentioned which is the true intent and 
meaning of this my last will then John and Gideon to have half 
of the lands willed to the son refusing. Executors, sons Jacob, 
Joseph and Samuel. Witnesses: John Davis, Providence Rider 
and Joseph Mapes. No wife is mentioned in the will. 

Jacob Concklyne probably died soon after making his will. 
On 22 Mar. 1711/12, Jacob Concklyne (Jr.) quit-claimed to his 
brother Joseph the lands in the two first allotments at Oyster 
Ponds Upper Neck (Orient) and the meadow at Long Beach 
‘*formerly in possession of his honoured father Jacob Concklin 
deceased. ”’

8. Joun*® ConkKLIN (John*!) who was born at Hashamomack, 
Southold, L. I., ca. 1658/59, was the oldest son of Capt. John 
Concklyne and Sarah (Horton) Salmon. Under his father’s 
will, he inherited a life interest in one half of his father’s estate. 
He married ca. 1684, Saran Scupper, born ca. 1663/64, a 
daughter of Thomas Scudder of Southold and Huntington, L. L., 
and probably related to him by blood although the relationship 
is not established. The will of Thomas Scudder of Huntington, 
dated 7 Nov. 1686, probated 22 Oct. 1691, mentions his daughter 
Sarah Conkling. 

Southold’s 1698 census lists John Conkling’s household in this 
order: John Conckline, Sarah (his wife), Sarah Jr., John Jr., 
Henry, Rachel, Thomas, Mary, and Joseph Conckline. Their 
youngest daughter, Elizabeth, evidently was unborn. John 
Conklin apparently spent his life on his Hashamomack land. 
The will of John Conkling, dated 15 Jan. 1705/6, probated 14 Oct. 
1706, left a life interest in one-third his Hashamomack lands 
and one half his housings to his wife Sarah. After her death 
these were to go ‘‘to my eldest son John Conkling and his heirs: 
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I give (to him) the other two thirds of all my lands and meadows 
belonging to the said Hashamomack with my other half part 
of all my housings.’’ He also left to his wife Sarah life interest 
in one-third part of his farm at Acquebogue ‘‘and after her 
death to my second son Henry Conkling.’’ Son Henry to receive 
two-thirds part of the Acquebogue farm, all the money on hand 
and one-third part of all moveables (except negro man Tone). 
Wife Sarah received negro girl Simmonne and 10 years service 
of Tone, after which Tone was to go to son John Conkling. To 
his third son, Thomas, he left 50 pounds to be paid by brothers 
John and Henry when Thomas reached age of twenty-three. 
To fourth son, Joseph, 50 pounds on the same terms. The 
daughters Sarah, Rachel, Mary and Elizabeth Conkling were to 
receive 25 pounds when 21 or married, to be paid by their 
brothers John and Henry. The daughters also received two- 
thirds of the household goods. Wife Sarah and sons John and 
Henry, executors. 

John Conklin died at Hashamomack 4 Mar. 1705/6, according 
to the Salmon records. 

On 5 Aug. 1714, Samuel Terrill of Manor of St. George, black- 
smith, for 230 pounds deeded to Sarah Conklin, widow of John 
Conklin late of Southold, a neck known as Waracta Neck at the 
junction of Moriches River and Great South Bay. For many 
years the section was known as Fireplace. This deed was not 
entered until 5 June 1760. 

Mrs. Sarah Conklyn, relict of Mr. John Conklyn, died 18 Aug. 
1753 ae. 89, according to her gravestone at Hashamomack. Her 
will, signed 19 Jan. 1732, proved 1 Apr. 1755, names son Thomas 
Conkling to receive one-half of all lands, housings, ete., ‘‘which 
I purchased of Samuel Teril by deed bearing date ye fifth August 
1714,’’ and described as in St. Georges Manor on south side of 
Nassau Island, known as Waracta Neck. If Thomas died without 
issue, the property was to go to her sons Henry and Joseph 
Conkling. To son Joseph Conkling, the other half of the 
St. Georges Manor property. The negroes, stock and imple- 
ments at St. Georges to be divided between sons Thomas and 
Joseph. Sons and daughters Henry, Joseph, Sarah, Rachel and 
Elizabeth to have all stock at Southold. Negro girl Maria to 
daughter Elizabeth. Two granddaughters, Sarah and Elizabeth 
L’Hommedieu, children of daughter Mary, each to have 10 
pounds when 21 or married. Sons Henry and Joseph, executors. 

No mention is made in her will of her oldest son, John Conklin, 
her husband’s heir who inherited the main property under the 
terms of Capt. John Concklyne’s will. Papers show the son 
Henry dead at time of probate. The son Joseph Conkling 
renounced executorship on 17 Mar. 1759 and son Thomas Conk- 
ling was named executor on 7 Jan. 1760.

JOSEPH‘, b. by time 1698 census was taken, unless he was a 
second Joseph b. ca. 1700, d. 13 Nov. 1780 “in 80th yr.,’’ g.s. 
South Haven, L. I. He, at one time or another, was Jr. and 
Sr., but his designation in old age was ‘‘ Joseph Conkling, 
miller,’’ and as such he appears in the account books of Jared 
Landon, Long House John Conklin and others. It is unlikely 
that he ever married. He was an active man in Eastern Long 
Island and appears to have had wide milling interests. His 
will, dated 30 Sept. 1780, proved 17 Nov. 1780, left all property 
to his ‘‘cousin Jeremiah Havens,’’ who was his grand-nephew, 
being the grandson of Sarah Conklin (No, 29) and John 
Havens, and the son of Jonathan Havens and Patience Tuttle. 
On 19 Dec. 1780, a month after the death of Joseph Conklin, 
Jeremiah Havens m. Mehitable Brown. Their first son, b. in 
1781, they named Joseph Conklin Havens. 

36. vill. ELIzaBeTu‘, b. ca. 1703. ‘‘Mrs. Elizabeth Conkline daughter 
of Mr. John and Mrs. Sarah Conkline died 17 Mar. 1756 ae. 
52 yrs. 3 mo. 4 dys.’’ g.s. at South Haven, L. I. The ch. rec. 
states that she d. at Moriches. 


9. Josepn® ConKuLIN (John?!) was born ca. 1660/61 at Hash- 


amomack, Southold, L. and married of the 
same place in Nov. 1690. She was born 17 Oct. 1670, daughter 
of John Tuttle and Deliverance King. The will of Barnabas 
Horton, dated 10 May 1680, bequeaths five sheep to Joseph 
Conkling ‘‘son of my daughter Sarah Conkling.’’ Joseph Conk- 
ling, though a younger son, inherited half of his father Capt. 
John Coneklyne’s estate under the terms of Capt. Concklyne’s 
will. He was known as Joseph Conkling, Sr., being several years 
older than his cousin Joseph* Conklin (Jacob?, John*). 

In the Southold census of 1698, his household is entered as 
Joseph Conkling, Abigail (wife), Joseph Jr. and John Conkling. 
He died 23 Nov. 1698 (Salmon records state buried 4 Dec. 1698). 
Administration on his estate was granted at Manor of St. 
Georges, 16 Dec. 1698: ‘‘ Whereas Joseph Concklin late of South- 
old, husbandman, departed this life 23 Nov. 1698 leaving no 
executor and Abigail ye widow of said deceased and John Tuttle 
Senr. of Southold aforesaid her father ”? asked for admin- 
istration, it was granted. His widow Abigail married second, 
John Parker, also known as Dr. John Parker, and died 6 June 
1705 ae. 35. She had two children by her second husband, 
Abigail, b. 28 Feb. 1703, who married, 29 May or Aug. 1723, 
Joseph Wickham, and died 4 Apr. 1779, and Mary who married 
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William Albertson. Dr. John Parker married second, Margaret 
Corey, widow of Abraham Corey and daughter of Jeffrey 
Christophers.

15. Tirmorny*® Conkuin (Timothy*, John!) who was born at 
Huntington, L. I., 16 Dee. 1670, appears in the town records, as 
an adult, for the first time in 1694 when he was assessed 7s. 9p., 
toward the cost of the Huntington Patent granted the town by 
Gov. Fletcher. On 22 Sept. 1698, Timothy Conklin, Senr., 
deeded to ‘‘my sonn Timothy Conklin Junr., one halfe of my 
ould hous Lott yt was formerly my fathers John Conklings 
togather with a hundred pound Right of Land and Medow 
belonging to ye same and at my Decease ye Remaining part of 
this sd Lott,’’ ete. He also deeded to Timothy Jr., ‘‘my five 
acars peece of land lying in ye mill Ston Broock field,’’ together 
with dwelling houses, barns ete. 

On 4 Oct., 1698 Timothy Conklin, Jr., was assessed 1s. on the 
Baiting Place Purchase. He subscribed one pound toward the 
new meeting house, 1 May 1711, and on 18 Mar. 1715, being a 
‘‘west ender,’’ voted against erecting the new meeting house in 
the east end of town. He participated in the distribution of 
money received from his brother Jacob Conklin for land pur- 
chased from the town in Huntington South, on 4 Dee. 1713. He 
served in Capt. Thomas Higbee’s Huntington militia company in 
1715, signed the Queens Village Disclaimer on 11 June 1731, 
and appears many times elsewhere in Huntington town and land 
records. 

The account books of Henry Lloyd show him first a purchaser 
on 12 Apr. 1711. On 22 June 1713, goods were charged to his 
account ‘‘by his son Jacob,’’ and on 16 Dee. 1714 by Thomas 
Conklin. A Bible purchased by his wife was charged in 1711. 
The account was still open in 1731. 

The account book of Gerret Van Horne, Huntington merchant 
(1733-1740) shows that Timothy Conklin’s wife both purchased 
goods and made payments on the account of Benjamin Seud- 
der Sr., in 1735. On 20 Oct. 1736 Benjamin Seudder’s account 
became the account of ‘‘Granny Seudder’’ and was paid in full 


as such on 29 Nov. 1740, after Van Horne’s death. The account 
of Timothy Conklin was balanced in full on 5 Jan. 1735/36 by 
his son Thomas Conklin. It sometimes ran over 20 pounds. 
Other children identified by Van Horne’s ledger are daughter 
Mary and sons David and Jeremiah. 
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The will of Timothy Conklin of Huntington, husbandman, 
signed 30 Dec. 1734/35, probated 14 Dec. 1743, mentions wife 
Abigail, son Timothy ‘‘living on the main shore,’’ grandson 
Jacob Concklin, ‘‘under age,’’ daughter Mary Wickes, son David 
Conckline, daughters Elisheba Rogers and Sarah Ketcham, son 
Thomas Conklin who received ‘‘my home lot,’’ son Stephen who 
received ‘‘land at cow Harbour.’’ The will stipulates that if 
son David dies without issue, his share to be divided among his 
brothers and ‘‘my grandson Jacob Conklin.’’ Executors, friend 
Philip Ketcham and son Thomas Conklin. 

The Seudder collection of Huntington genealogical materia! 
(Huntington Historical Society) states that Timothy Conklin’s 
first wife was Sarah daughter of Thomas Seudder. This is most 
unlikely. Not only was she several years older than Timothy 
Conklin, but she was already married when Thomas Seudder 
named his daughter Sarah Conklin in his will in 1686. Hunt- 
ington town records show that Timothy Conklin’s oldest child 
was not born until 1697. Sarah Seudder married John*® Conklin 
(John?:*) of Southold. The Seudder collection also states that 
Timothy Conklin’s second wife was Abigail Scudder, daughter of 
Jonathan, who was born 7 Jan. 1686.

16. Joun® Conkuin (Timothy?, John), who was born at 
Huntington, L. I., 14 Mar. 1672/73, appears for the first time, 
as an adult, on 21 Oct. 1691 when he made affidavit that on 
25 Sept. 1691 he saw two Indians deliver the Naguntatague Neck 
purchase to Richard Brush ‘‘by turf and twig.’? On 13 Apr. 
1696, Timothy Conklin, Sr., deeded to ‘‘my son John Conklin,’’ 
two parcels of land at Cove Swamp and also land at Millstone 
Brook. Timothy Conklin gave him a second father to son deed 
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of a 50-pound right in upland commonage from the first settle- 
ment on 20 June 1697. John Conklin witnessed an Indian 
deed on 2 Dee. 1697, and shortly afterward purchased a 100- 
pound right in the West Neck from Samuel Titus and wife Mary. 
On 16 Jan. 1699, John Adams, weaver, and wife Phebe deeded 
him uplands at Cove Swamp, West Neck. He subscribed 6 
pounds toward erection of the new meeting house, 1 May 1711, 
and, on 4 Dee. 1713, he participated as a proprietor in the town’s 
distribution of the money paid by Jacob Conklin for land in 
Huntington South. 

Though a ‘‘west ender,’’ he voted on 18 Mar. 1715 to erect 
the new meeting house in the eastern end of the town, thus taking 
issue with his father and brothers in one of the bitterest battles 
that ever beset the town. He served as town collector in 1727 
and his name appears frequently in the town records. He 
signed the Queens Village Disclaimer in 1731. John and Mary 
Conklin witnessed the will of Thomas Brush, 17 Sept. 1726. He 
and other Conklins, Ketchams and Smiths on 29 Apr. 1731 pur- 
chased land of David Jones of Oyster Bay ‘‘now in possession 
of Jonathan Seudder.’’ As John Conklin, Senr., he and his 
wife Mary were members of Huntington church on 5 June 1723 
when the Rey. Eliphalet Prime was ordained. The town meeting 
in the spring of 1745 let the thatch at Horse Neck to him and 
the Lloyd Papers show that he was active until shortly before 
his death. His account with Henry Lloyd was active after 
2 Apr. 1711. On that day goods were charged as ‘‘sold to him- 
self.”> On 14 Apr. more goods ineluding a Bible were sold to 
his wife. Though the account carried rarely exceeded 3 pounds, 
Mr. Lloyd totalled it on 26 Nov. 1717, and found that Conklin 
had purchased over 97-pounds worth. The account was particu- 
larly active in 1732 and among articles purchased the following 
eatch the eve; 7 July, 2 pr. silk gloves, muslin, thread and one 
token for mourning and seven sermons,’’ sold his wife. In 1722, 
John Conklin rented the thatch bed at Lloyd’s Neck for 10 
pounds. This was balanced by Lloyd’s order to pay 5 pounds 
to Timothy Conklin and the same to Abdon Abbot. The final 
entry charged on Lloyd’s books is dated 30 Mar. 1733. Garret 
Ven Horne’s books show that John Conklin Sr., had an account 
with him in Feb. 1739/40, which was balanced in full with 
Horne’s estate on 12 Jan. 1739/40. Alexander Bryan and Jacob 
Conklin both traded on Conklin’s account. 

‘*Mrs. Mary Concklin wife of Mr. John Concklin died 27 Aug. 
1749 in her 71st Year,’’ according to her gravestone at Hunting- 
ton. She was probably a daughter of Richard’ Brush and 
Joanna Samis. While his gravestone is broken, it shows the year 
of his death, 1751. 


REPERCUSSIONS

ciated in Sound trade in 1733 and ’34 and were buying of 
Lloyd. On 27 May 1735 Lloyd charged Abbott with 3 bushels 
of corn bought ‘‘by your father Conklin.’’ Cornelius Conklin 
bought goods on Abbott’s account and Abbott on _ his, 
Abbott’s account was balanced on 26 June 1741 by John 
Conklin, Jr. He eventually removed to Southern Jersey.

REPERCUSSIONS 


Under this heading it is planned to publish from time to time communi- 
cations called forth by the desire or necessity of correcting statements or 
conclusions previously made. It is perhaps not generally understood how 
much in genealogy is tentative, or to what extent conclusions are based on 
evidence which is susceptible of more than one interpretation. Some state- 
ments are frankly designated as hypothetical. Some are made on the basis 
of partial evidence, and additional evidence found by another investigator 
may shed new light on a question and lead to a different conclusion. While 
the editors prefer to give the bulk of available space to actual records and 
to proved or well documented compilations, and prefer to avoid long-drawn- 
out controversies, it is nevertheless felt that a hearing should be given to 
serious students of genealogy whose views may differ at times from those 
already set forth in print. No writer is infallible, and at times all must 
acknowledge an occasional error of fact or of judgment. 


HOLMAN CORRECTIONS [Vol. 21, p. 273] 


Edward Holman, Sr., was not a lieutenant in the Revolution, 
nor was his son Edward, Jr. The man who is aceredited with 
the rank of lieutenant was Edward Homans who served from 
Marblehead, Massachusetts and was erroneously listed by Heit- 
man as Edward Holman. See Mass. 8. & S. in the Rev., Vol. 8, 
page 202. Also see Heitman’s Register, page 299—‘‘ Edward 
Homans, Lieutenant of Glover’s Massachusetts Regiment, May 
to December 1775.”’ 

Edward Holman, Jr., served in the Revolution when his father 
was called on another tour and was probably unable to go. I have 
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the pension of Edward, Jr. Data on the pension show that he 
was first called June 1779 when he was 13 years of age. He was 
to serve in a militia company commanded by Oliver Holman. 
Then living in Athol, and a member of this company was his 
father, Edward Holman, Sr., who was drafted for 3 months’ 
service at Rutland, for guarding Hessian prisoners. It was sug- 
gested by Capt. Oliver Holman that he, Edward Jr., substitute 
for his father, which he did. 

Edward, Sr., had served in the Revolution in 1777 in Capt. 
John Oliver’s company, Col. Sparhawk’s regiment. And he is 
said to have served 7 days at Rutland in 1779. 

At one time I had a thorough investigation made in Washing- 
ton and it was conclusively determined that Heitman was in 
error on the spelling of Holman. The only man having a com- 
mission by that name was Edward Homan or Homans (which 
was proved by Homans’ pension affidavit), serving in Glover’s 
regiment. 

Edward Holman, Sr., was twice married. His first wife was 
Rebecca Gale, whom he married in 1754 and divorced. He mar- 
ried 2nd, Sarah (Stockwell) Kenney in 1763, daughter of John 
and Margaret (Smith) Stockwell. She married Ist, Wm. Kenney, 
in 1752. He went away to the Colonial Wars and never 
returned. My ancestor, their son, was named Smith Holman, 
evidently for his maternal grandmother. 

Margaret Smith and John Stockwell were married in Andover, 
Mass., October 21, 1730. Their daughter, Sarah, who later 
became the wife of Edward Holman, was born in Sutton on 
December 24, 1732. :
